H. G. BedweU's Lochiel Scores in Race Designed as 
Preliminary to the Cincinnati Trophy, bnt 
Results Are Not Conclusive. 



Cincinnati. O.. June 28. — Today's fourth race at 
Lutouia. serving as a preliminary for the rich Cin- 
cinnati Trophy, to In* decided next Saturday, brought 
together the l<ost juveniles in this section, with the 
exception of Governor Gray. His owner had earth'd 
him. but tlie stiff going, it was thought, would 
militate against him and be was withdrawn. His 
absence was disappointing, but the raee still held 
a lot of interest and speculation was of large vol- 
ume on tlie various starters. In the running II. G. 
Red well's Locbiel proved much the best and won 
with consummate east' from Aliee A. Dale and 
Golden Egg. Tile latter, considered to be the best 
Ally in these parts, had no mishaps, was away for 
wardly anti was in front until site was passed on 
tlie stretch turn with a rash by Lochiel ami later bv 
Alice A. Dale. Mdvor, the winner of the Harold 
Stakes, of which much was c\|»ectetl. began slowly 
and trailed his belli distantly, as though disliking 
tlie going. Lochiel is not among those nominated 
for lln* Trophy ami the running of the others did 
not give much of a line tai the probable outcome of 
ucxi Saturday's event. 

in tlie handicap at three-quarters Hanhridge 
showed an improved iterformance. mostly due to the 
better handling than in bis former effort when 
lieaten by ltighteasy and Emperor William. Herbert 
restrained him ill the early stages and In* came away 
in the stretch to win from Merrick and Emperor 
William. The disappointment of the race was 
Madman. In striking contrast to li is brilliant show- 
ing in the Brewers' Exchange Handicap last Satur- 
day. he was a distant trailer today ami finished far 
In the rear. 

The closing dash resulted in tlie closest finish of 
the afternoon. Sliaptlab- winning from lMuutlaud with 
Sticker in third place, necks separating the trio. 
I'laiitland was liest. bnt Troxler gave him a |mm»i- 
ritlt*. After the finish Troxler was sharply criticised 
by .liitlge Price ami was informed that another ride 
of the same sort would mean his suspension.

COMMENT ON NEW YORK SITUATION. 

“Reading carefully the Dill just signed by Gov- 
ernor Hughes prohibiting the ‘making of laiok. with 
or without writing,’ you will find nothing that pre- 
vents individual betting,” said a lawyer familiar 
with raee track cases recently. “The term ‘mak- 
ing biMik' is out of date and does not cover the 
present form of speculation on tlie race courses. 
It is a fact that few of the legislators and reformers 
know tin* exact meaning of tin* terms ‘liookinaking’ 
and •iioolselling.’ who'll were used prior to tin* enact- 
ment of tlie Percy-Gray measure. •Rookmakiug’ in 
tin* opinion of eminent legal authorities iu this state 
is a combination of tilings. To convict a person 
of ‘hookmnking’ it must be shown that he quotes 
(aids, accepts easli bets, records tlie conditions of 
these wagers and gives to the bettors tickets by 
which winning bets can lie collected. By doing all 
of these tilings in connection with a single trans- 
action a man violates the law against 'hookmaking' 
as defined by the highest courts. 

“Last November tin* t'ourt of Appeals decided 
that oral betting at stated (aids without a written 
or printed memorandum was not 'bnokmaking’ as 
prohibited by tin* constitution of the state and tlie 
P* - ii .* t 1 code. That is the form of betting that pre- 
vails on the tracks tialay. and it cannot lie called 
'IxMikuiakitig.’ In view of these facts one naturally 
asks the meaning of the term 'makes biMik without 
writing.' How can such a tiling lie done? Is a man 
a ‘bookmaker’ who Im'Is 2 to 1 with a friend or sev- 
eral friends that a certain horse will not win a cer- 
tain rare? Where is the evidence? I think you'll 
find that persons apprehended under tlie new law 
cannot Im* convicted without written records of trans- 
actions as evidence. 

"Even tlie making of such a liet cannot 1m* estab- 
lished unless there is proof that money was posted 
by iHitli imrties to it and that tlie whole amount was 
paid to one or the other after tin* race. In the 
opinion of eminent lawyers with whom I have talked 
it is going to he extremely difficult to secure conelu- 
sive evidence and to enforce this law, which ha? 
1 h*ch termed ambiguous by the racing interests. If 
it is not crime to make a liet, and there is no 
law on the statute biMiks that prevents betting, how 
can a man who makes a wager at stated odds with 
out the passing of cash beforehand or a written 
record of the transaction be convicted of a misde 
mcauor? 

“It is my contention that when the giving of a 
ticket to a bettor in return for a cash wager was 
eliminated by law 'hookmaking' was wi|M*d out. So 
was 'poolselling.' From a strictly legal point ol 
view there is no such thing as a ‘poolroom’: tlie term 
is applied to places outside of race tracks where 
bets are made. Betting room’ is the name for such 
a place. As the matter stands bow, conditions 
have not Im-cii changed by legislation except to make 
the law more ambiguous relating to ‘hookmaking.’ 
If a test ease is brought after September 1 I feel 
sure that tlie courts will decide that a person who 
makes a liet at odds with a friend is not a ‘book- 
maker’ unless he uses paraphernalia in the shape of 



sheets, tickets and a slate l>y which he can display 
(aids to solicit business from all comers. If this 
anti-race track bill had been properly drawn by the 
advice of practical bettors more effective results 
would have been obtained. As it is tile term 'book- 
making. with’ or without writing,’ is meaningless, 
and I think it will tie so demonstrated iu time. Tlie 
point not to lie ovcrhsiked at any time is that it is 
not against the law to make a bet. On that alone 
depends tin* future of racing in the State of New 
York, and as simhi as the courts have passed upon 
the matter t lie atmosphere will clear.” 

Regarding the probability ol' conducting race meet- 
ings after September 1, it may be said that the 
JiM-key t'luli will leave tlie matter entirely to the 
judgment of counsel. There is no law against rac- 
ing and it is just )M>ssihle that some of the tracks 
will try to run with all forms of lietting prohibited 
for the time being. It is a sure thing that tlie new 
laws will Im* carried to tin* courts, however, whether 
tlie tracks open or not after the above date. — New 
York Sun. 

IMPOSING MONETARY RETURNS AT ASCOT. 

In daily distribution of money to winning horses 
the meeting at Ascot, England, stands alone. No 
other meeting in the world approaches it in that 
respect. The reason for this is that every race run 
■it Ascot is a stake race. None is of surpassing 
value, lint all are well worth winning. At the re- 
cent Ascot meeting of four days, which ended Fri- 
day, June 17, the most valuable race was tlie Ascot 
Gold Cup, which netted Bayardo $18,500. The least 
valuable was the All-Aged Stakes, or $2,050. which 
fell to Mr. Whitney’s New Castle. Tlie table below 
gives the name of each raee run at tlie meeting, 
winners, owners of the winning horses and values. 
On tlie financial side it is a remarkable exhibit 
and one fully justifying the appellation “Royal

BELMONT RIDER IS SUSPENDED AND HIS CASE 
REFERRED TO THE JOCKEY CLUB. 

Rough Riding in Race in Which Trainer James Rows 
Uncovers Keene Crack Influences Stewards in 
Taking Disciplinary Action. 



New York. June 28. — James R. Keene showed an- 
other high-class two-year-old today in I.alMire, a 
big chestnut son of the young stallion Delhi anil 
Nora Crcina. His performance in tin* Surf, in which 
lie beat a smart field, was particularly impressive 
for the reason that in the early stages he raced 
greenly and to score hail to come from last placo 
in tlie final furlong. He hail Archduke for a run- 
ning mate in tlie race and tlie pair, .after opening 
second choice, drifted to 5 to 1 at closing on the 
strength of a report that they could not run in the 
heavy going. As a matter of fact the track was not 
heavy, though it was slow from an early morning 
rain. Tlie race was not without an unfortunate in- 
cident. for E. Dugan, who rode August Belmont’s 
Footprint, tlie favorite, was guilty of rough tactics 
that carried Colston and Archduke all over the track. 
After the race the stewards suspended Dugan for 
tlie rest of the meeting and referred his case to the 
Jockey Club. Action was also taken on charges 
lirought by trainer James Rowe for J. R. Ki-ene, who 
charged that in the Sbcepshead Bay Handicap, run 
last Thursday, Dugan, on Sir John Johnson, pur- 
posely carried Maskrtte out, permitting King James 
to come through on the rail ami win. These charges 
were dismissed. Many complaints have lieen made 
against Dugan and it is expected that tin* Jockey 
Cluli will deal out severe punishment to him. He 
is under contract to August Belmont and his sus- 
IM-nsiiin will leave tin* chairman of the J(K*key Club 
without a tirst-elass rider. 

Prlscllliao scored another easv victory in the mile 
condition race, in which he met little opposition. 
Bonnie Kelso ran a sterling rare over the grass course 
when lie took up 122 |H>unds ami nosed out Super- 
stition in 2:95* for a mile and a quarter. Shannon 
was winner of the six and a hall furlongs handicap 
ami Imprint scored easily over a band of two-year- 
olds at three-quarters over the grass i*ourse. 

On Wednesday and Thursday special horse ship- 
ments will Im- made from Sheepshenil Bay to Scanlon, 
I*a., where a race meeting begins July 2.
